ALL FIELD SEEDS TO BE 
OFFICIALLY GRADED. 


“The Seed Control Act; ‘administered 


by the Department of Agriculture:at! 


Ottawa, is undergoing amendment: at 
the-present session of Parliament. 
The amending Bill, after receiving 
the approval of the Agricultural Com- 
mittee, has had its second reading in 
the House of Commons. The'original 
Act provides for the compulsory grad- 
ing. only of timothy, alsike, red ‘clover, 
-and alfalfa.’ The grades of these 
seeds recognized are “Extra No. -1,” 
- “No. 1,” “No. 2,” “No.' 3,”'and*.“Re- 
jected.” The amended act will ex- 
tend compulsory grading to all kinds 
of. grass and clover seed, flax, 
sorghum, millet, wheat, cats;* ‘barley, 
rye, corn,~ buckwheat, sunflower, 
field peas, field beans, and _ vetches. 
Provision is made.for including seeds 
of other kinds of farm crops. The 
Bill also provides for the optional 
gradiug for commerce of’ field Toots 
and ‘gardeh: vegetable seeds,  Far- 
mers selling: feed on their own: prem. 
ises will not ‘be required to gradé seed 
grain. ‘Grass seed and clover seed, 


however, sold from the farm must;

of about sixty florets ‘or flowér tubes. 
To extract the hidden sweet’the bee 
must probe each of ‘these. ‘This means 
some- sixty separate operations _ 
each flower. 

If one bee contracted to gather a 
pound of honey, that bee would have 
-to explore 3,360,000 of these tinf 
tubes to secure ‘the material. Allow- 
ing five seconds for each exploration 
and twelve hours“to a’day, it would 
take this bee some four ‘hundred days 
to produce a pound. 

And this would’ represent only the 
gathering of the honey, not the time 
required for building the wax-case and 
storing the sweet stuff. - : 

But there never yet was a hive 
with just one bee to each comb.

This explanation is not tenable. 

If the question is considered fairly, 
it is easy to see that instinct would 
teach the hen that to cackle is to 
call the attention of the enemy to 
both herself and her embryo  off- 
spring, which she would naturally 
avoid doing. 

The cackle is a relic of bygone 
days, when fowls were not domesti- 
cated and ran about wild. When the 
hen wished to lay she retired from the 
rest of the fowl community and per- 
formed the task. 

By the time she was ready to re- 
join the commonwealth the other 
members had wandered some dis- 
tance, and she did not know where 
they were. She waited until she had 
gone some distance from the egg in 
order not to endanger {t, and then 
cackled, after also having taken a 
good look round to assure herself that 
no enemies were near.
